Be- 
fore the curtain rose Crispin E.Smith, 
the conductor,asked the indulgence of 
the audience on behalf of Miss De 
Sousa. who, rather than disappoint 
the audience, had pluckily risen from 
a bed of sickness to assume her part, 
and apologized also for the non-ap- 
pearance of J, J. Young, who had been 
forbidden by his physician to leave 
the house, Dr, Sanson kindly con- 
sented to take the latter's place at 
the organ. 

The chief role of the piece, O Mi- 
mosa San, was taken by Mrs. W. 
Roland Winter, who eang and acted 
magnificently. Watching this clever 
lady's performance it was difficult to 
realize that one was at an amateur 
entertainment, so perfect was her 
method and so charming her voice. 
The gems of the opera were given to 
Mimosa San, and brilliantly indeed 
they shone in Mre. Winier’s hands. 
* The Mollie of Miss de Sousa was 
also an excellent piece of work, 
which, in spite of the lady's indispo- 
sition, was enacted with much grace 
and spirit. It was certainly a very 
fetching Mollie, 

The principal male character, that 
of Reginald Fairfax, was undertaken 
by Charles Bernard, and right well 
did he acquit himeelf. The songs 
allotted to him suited his voice ad- 
mirably and he did them full justice. 
The Kissing Duet between Fairfax 
and O’Mimosa San, a difficult com- 
bination of acting and singing, was 
one of the hits of the evening. 

The comedians of the company, 
George Tempest and P. J. Nolan as- 
sumed the next important parts in 

a caste, and manfully resisted all 
Pa ations to overdo their business. 

«© former as Wun Hi, a Chinaman, 
was very amusing, and brought down 
the house with }'s song and dance 
in the second act; while Mr. Nolan 
as a gorgeous marquis of mammoth 
proportions, not only looked the part 
to perfection, but played it with a 
guiet humor all his own, The work 
of the minor characters and of ine 
choruses was excellent and showed 
careful training. Special mention 
should be made of Miss Ada Kennedy, 
who played the part of Juliette 
Diamant, a French girl acting as in- 
terpreter, The caste is such a long 
one that too much space would be 
occupied by individualising the per- 
formance in one notice. Later on we 
may take pleasure in commenting on 
the music. which, original as it is as 
a whole, certainly contains here and 
there a succession of bars plucked 
bodily from other works, This is 
especially aoticeable in the choruses. 
Crispin. E, Smith proved himself very 
capable as a conduetor. 

Altogether The Geisha, as rendered

A SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENT 


The Toronto Globe tells an interest- 
ing story of the management of a 
great business along the line of fra- 
ternalism, One of the chief evils, 
if not the chief evil, of our modern 
industrial system, it says, ia deper- 
gonalization, When the tool becomes 
a machine shen all workshops become 
@ factory; the apprentice develops in- 
to an employee, the master becomes 
a capitalist. Large amounts of money 
and large numbers of men were 
brought together under one manage- 
apent for the avowed purpose of real- 
{zing profit on the capital. The men 
were anxious, as all men ere to se- 
cure a litelohood. All the old-time 
kindly and fraternal intercourse be- 
tween master and man seemed to 
have been eliminated. Henceforth 
capital was supposed to have no soul, 
and the employee to be a mere exten- 
sion of the machine which he work- 


Out of the impossible conditions 
have sprung most of the Aamentable 
disagreements between “labor and 
capital, The manager has felt bound 
to secure as large a return as possi- 
ble upon capital invested, On the 
other hand, acting upon the same 
principle, with a difference, the labor- 
er has sought to secure as much for 
his labor as possible, The difference 
is this— that while the capitalist 
does not necessarily go with his capl- 
tal, the laborer must go with his la- 
bor. It is plain that there is no mor- 
al quality in these relations. Each 
party frankly pursuing his own ad- 
vantage. Sometimes it seems to each 
that the disadvantage of the other 
was the thing most profitable. Hence 
strikes and lockouts, reduction of 
wages and wasteful and_ careless 
handling of instruments and material. 
Business knows no friendship is the 
motto of modern cynicism. 

From time to time some Edward 
Bellamy has risen to show us how 
all this can be changed. But 9 just 
eritielsm upon all such Utopias is that 
human nature remains about the 
same under all conditions, and selfish 
employers and selfish employees could 
never be happy together Occasionally 
both in England and America individ- 
uals have sought to put unselfishness 
into their business. The element of 
personality, and with it, of course, 
a sense of moral responsibility, bas 
taken the place of the impersonal, 
“every man for himself” principle. 
Perhaps the most conspicuous example 
is that furnished by J. H. Pat- 
terson, of Dayton, Ohio, U. 8. 
Some fifteen years ago Mr. 
Patterson engaged in the manufactur- 
ing of un article which has since had 
au enormouse gale. For 10 years he 
carried cn his business upon the “no 
soul” theory. His object was to se- 
cure the most work for the least pay. 
In this he was fairly successful, but 
his employees applying the same prin- 
ciple, large numbers of delicate and 
costly machines used to be returned 
because of some flaw in workman- 
ship. These losses occurring more 
frequently, Mr. Patterson set himeelt 
to a study of the whole situation, and 
with most radical results. He dis- 
covered the chief lack to be a sense 
of responsibility on his part towards 
his workpeople and on their part 
towards him, To the cure of this he 
brought all the ability which had 
made him successful upon old lines. 
Dismissing his superintendent, he 
caused to be elected to take his place 
a eommitte of five, mostly from the 
rank and file. In every way @on- 
sistent with their self reepect he be- 
gan to show himself personally inter- 
ested in the welfare of bis employees. 
The factory was rearranged eo as to 
present the most artistic and restrul 
effects. Bath reoms, lunch rooms, 
meeting rooms and resting roomns for 
the army of employees was gradually 
evolved. All elements who seemed 
unsusceptible to such influences were 
got rid of; and “we,” “us,” “ours, 
took the place in the speech of all of 
“your” and “mine,” By means of a 
monthly paper and numerous conven- 
tions and councils every employee is 
kept thoroughly posted and made to 
fee) responsible for every undertak- 
ing of the company. 

The results of Mr. Patterson's ex- 
poriments are most satisfactory, Poor 
work and poor pay are unknown. He 
treats his help like a family, and they 
treat him as a father. The whole 
neighborhood has caught the infection 
and has become notably improved. 
Whatever other lessons this practical 
experiment may teach, it clearly de- 
monstrates that unselfishness and 
brotherhood are good principles upon 
which to build a prosperous business 


WEALTH OF THE NATIONS 


The wealthiest nation in the world 
at present is probably the United 
States though Great Britain stands a 
close second. France and Germany 
come third and fourth, respectively 
with a great deal of difference’ be 
tween them. Germany in recent years 
having rapidly overhauled her ancient 
enemy in this respect 

Compared with most of her neigh- 
bors France was a rich state in the 
days of Louis XIV. Her share of the 
aperegate wealth of tae great nations 


was possibly even larger than her 
percentage of the aggregate popula- 
tion. She had may & serious com- 
petitor—namely, gland. Germany 
and Italy were as poor as they were 
politically weak; Russia in an econo- 
mic sence was yet unborn. 

At a iwoderate estimate, more than 
half of the wealth of Europe was con- 
centrated in two states—France and 
England. But it is now far more 
widely distributed. Nine or ten years 
ago an estimate was made of the ac- 
cumulated wealth of Europe by the 
chief of the statistical bureau of the 
French ministry of finance. He work- 
ed out a magnificent total of 1,000 
millards of francs, each millard being 
equivalent to 40 millions sterling. To 
the aix great powers of Europe he ns- 
signed about one ninth of the whole, 
of 900 millards, Great Britain he 
placer at the head of his liet with 260 
millards. France eecond with 200 
miliards, Germany was a bad = third 
with 170 millards, and Russia a very 
poor fourth with 110 miliards. Aus- 
tria and Italy brought up the rear 
with 100 millards and 60 millards re- 
spectively. Even when France and 
Germany were believed by other au- 
thorities to be nearer each other than 
M. de Foville put them, but there can 
be no doabt that in the interval their 
relative positions have changed great- 
ly in favor of Germany. 

In the past 10 yoars the industrial 
and financial activity of the Germans 
has in every direction exceeded that 
of the French. Assuming that it has 
been 
must have produced a corresponding 
excess of accumulated wealth. Rus- 
sia’s progress may have been slow 
compared with Germany, but it has 
been rapid compared with that of 
France. Austria and Italy, 
etanding all their drawbacks, have 
also been gaining ground on the na- 
tion which was formeriy the richest 
in Burope.

takes a similar position One of the 
cherished projects of the late Bishop 
Sullivan was the establishment of 
coffee houses which should give the 
advantages of the saloon without its 
drawbacks. What are these advan- 
tuges? The saloon does give to 
every man who contributes 15 cents 
or moré some of the advantages of a 
club—a warm, attractive room, with 
plenty of company. It is true that 
these attractions are as dust in the 
balance compared with the accom- 
punying losses and dangers, In the 
end it is usually a very expensive 
elub, proportionately more expensive 
for the poor man than the fashionable 
club for his wealthier brother. 

The proposed substitute ought to be 
run as nearly as possible on the lines 
of the most respectable of the saloons, 
with tea and coffee taking the place 
of intoxivans. Care ought to be 
taken net to label it as a poor mans 
club. It ought te pay its way as a 
commercial enterprise. Its customers 
cught not to be treated as chidren, 
pestered with good advice or worried 
by restrictions, The rooms ought to 
be attractive—all the light, 
and cheerfulness of a good tavern, 
with none of its dangers. They 
ought to be good enough for anybody, 
while cheap enough to suit the poor- 
est. 
with good pictures, not with rules, 
“no loud talking,” ete.. or copy book 
mottoes. There might be just one 
motto; “Shall I not take mine ease 
in mine inn?” It ought to be as- 
sumed that people who come there will 
behave like gentlemen.

Star liner Oceanic, which has just been 
Jaunched at Belfast, will win back to 
the British flag the blue ribbon of At- 
lantic passenger travel, It may eure

ship, the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, 
belonging to the North German Lloyd 
Company. In every point she has 
proved herself a faster vessel during 
the past year than any British ship. 
Her average speed is higher, she nas 
nade a longer record for a day's run, 


time. The Lucania’s quickest trip 1s 
157.8 hours, and her average 101.8 
hours; the German ship's average is 
three hours less, and her quickest trip 
six hours less. This might be ac- 
counted for by the fact that the Kaiser 
Wilhelm takes the Southampon route, 
while the English boats cail at Queen- 
stown, but the German boat also holds 
the record for a day’s run. English 
shipping men are inerefore pinning 
their hopes to the new Oceanic sne 
will be the largest vessel afloat, having 
a gross tonage of over 17,000, and her 
length is 704 feet over all, or 13 feet 
longer than the Great Eastern, Sev- 
eral new ideas have been adopted in 
jher construction, and it is honed she 
j will develop a higher rate of speed 
jthan any steamer in the mercantile 
service.

The English Yacht Which is Being Built 
to Win the American Cup. 


London, January 21.—Wiscussing 
Lipton’s challenge The Yachting 
World says; When the Shamrock 1s 
launched she will be found to be on 
the lines that Designer William Fite 
found extremely successful in the past, 
and the only experiment tried will be 
the mé¢tal used for the plates. One of 
the most successful boats ever butit 
by Fairlie was the Saint, a 20 rater, 
raced by Frank B, Jameson. Saint 18 
built under the present rating rules.

PICTURES OF SOUND 


Human Voice and Musical Notes May 
be Pictured by Ingenious but Sim; e 
Device. 


To take a picture of your voice, it 1s 
only necessary to Lie a sheet of thin, 
strong paper over the flaring end of 
an old tin horn Hold the horn with 
the sheet of paper upward. Take a 
little pinch of fine sand, and place it 
in the centre of the paper. ‘Then hold 
the horn vertically above your face, 
and sing a note into'‘the lower end of 
the instrument. Do not blow but 
sing the note. Now lower the hora 
carefully, and look at the sand. You 
will fina that the vibrations of your 
voice have scattered the sand into a 
beautiful sound picture, Every note 
iu the musical scale will produce a 
different picture So yéu may pro- 
duce a great variety of them, Some 
of these pictures look Hike pansies, 
roses and other flowers, some look like 
snakes and others look like living 
birds; in fact, there is no limit to the 
variation. The pictures of the notes of 
musical instruments are made by hold- 
ing the horn as near as possible to 
them. 

As stated above, sand may be used, 
but lycopodium powder will produce 
even better effects. Lycopodium pic- 
tures may be ‘‘fixed” by first diseoiv- 
ing the powder in aicohol and then 
placing the powder of the fluid on the 
paper. But you must be quick about 
it. The alcohol evaporates in a few 
seconds, 60 you must take the sound 
in the horn as soon as you have de- 
posited the drop. The small amount 
of liquid will not prevent the powder 
in it from spreading. When it has 
spread, however, it will stick the pic- 


ture in its place on the paper, which 
may then be taken off the horn and 
preserved, 

You may thus obtain pictures of 


the voices of all) your friends. Com- 
mon gum tragicanth with a little 
alcoho! in it also makes good pictures.
